BY THE GENERAL, 




Friday, March ITtli. 
T 2.45 p.m. the "Waik- 
^ ere" was loosed from 
her moorinss, the crowd 
that hod gathered ehouted 
'•Good-bye," the band 
played, "God be with you 
till we meet again," and 
we hade farewell to Ho- 
bart. I come away with 
reluctance. I would liked to have cost 
anchor in that beautiful place for u tew 
days, and done a httle in the way or re- 
cruiting mv strength, and seen a tew 
sinners gaOiered to my Saviour's feet, 
hat it waa not to be. One order comes 
to me all the time, and that is to "Mo;e 
on ! On, on, nad still on !" 

Saturday, Mnrch ISth. 
TVe nre being blessed no for with a 
most favorable passage. The Inst time 
I crossed the seas I don't suppose I was 
out of my cabin once (or three or four 
days, and very little of that time was 
out of my berth. But this time, praise 
the dear Lord ! with the exception of a 
litae rolling, we are doing exceedingly 
well. 

Sunday, Mnrch 19th. 

We sung at our morning prayer gather- 
ing this morning until my soul thrilled 
again, the old song, "Sly Jesus, I love 
Thee, I know Thou art mine," to the 
favorite tune, "The sailor's grave." The 
chorus seemed sweeter than ever^ 
"It wos on the Cross, He shed His 
Blood, 

It was there He was crucified ; 
But He rose agnia, and Uves in my 
heart, 

Where all is peace and perfect love. 

If any of my comrades want to know 
what my feelings were this morning, 
let them sing the song to the same tunc 
for themselves. But they must do it 
and' not doubt in their hearts. 

I am feeling more like myself than I 
have done since my little breakdown. 
Eefreabing sleep and appetite are com- 
ing back again. I hope to he fit for 
work by the time I land to-morrow night. 

Monday, March 20th, 
A considerable crowd gathered to 
meet ua at the Bluff where we landed. 
People who reekoncil that they knew 
the place were surprised to find that 
there were so many persons in it. We 
were late, Ihe train had alread.v waited 
over its time, but I could not pans 
through the curious croW'd who hod bc?n 
woiting and waiting for me so long 
without a word, so I jumped iato a 
railway truck, and urged every listening 
soul first to prepare for eternity, if they 
had not already doae so, and then spend 
their days in persuading others to do 
the same. 

We steamed into Iiirercargill about 
7iJ0. I was due at the theatre at 8, uni! 
a little refreshment was a necessity. 
However, we found the Mayor of the 
town woiting to give me a wulooiiic, and 

great crowd prepared to listen. His 
Worship spoke a few kindly and appro- 
priate words, I replied, and then away 
we went, managing to get on to the 
stage in the presence of o packed aud- 
ience by ten minutes past the timu. 

I never talked to n more nttentlvc 
throng, although the eiith<i«iiisni did not 
oppcor to run very high. At the linish 
all the soldiers were gathered on to the 
stage, and I urged thorn to get a clear 
testimony to full snlvotion, to give 
Iheuiiiclvcs np nnd oil they had to the 
work of saving souls, fluu to nira with 
oil their might at being good and intelli- 
gent and out-nnd-oitt Salvotioiiists, I 
wuB glad after a hnlf-hour's ride to 
crccji into my bed.

Tuesday, March 21st. 

My night's rest was broken l>y tlircc 
honrs of the fever which I had hoped 

1 had done with. Alter breakfast we 
finished the juail for London, and had 
Just got fi-ted up in the enrrlnpe tlint 
was to take us to the train, when the 
horses jibbed, throwing themselves and 
the eonveyanoe about in such a violent 
manner that we were glad to get out in 
safety, and take n bugpy that stooa near 
by. We only got to the station, where 



all the town hud gathered to see us oiT, 
jDst as the train started. I don't know 
whether the erowd expected another 
speech, but it they did, they must put 
their disappointment down to the horses 
that would' not go I 

bUNEDlN. 

Dunediu is one of the finest cities >m 
the face of the earth. This is my third 
visit. 1 admire it more' and more on 
each occasion, A large proportion of 
the 47,000 of its inhabitants came oat, 
headed by the Mayor, the leading mem- 
bers of the Council, and the M, P. for 
the borough, to welcome me at the 
station. 

His 'Worship read a kludly and 
thoughtful address. The people gave it 
their endorsement in Amcns, Hurrahs, 
and the clapping of hands, and some in 
tears of sympathy. 

I felt it dithcult to reply, so undeserv- 
ing did I feel, but I did my best, and the 
ceremony over, Mr. Brown, my host, 
stepped into the carriage, and we dro.-c 
off to his beautiful mansiou, where I 
was welcomed by Mrs. Brown and fam- 
ily. 

There was not much dme for rest, toe 
meeting followiug at 8 in tne Garrison 
Hall, a big" building which I found 
packed to its utmost capacity with as 
bright aud intelligent audience as any- 
one could wish for the opportunity of 
addressing. The Hon. Scohie Mackenzie, 
M. L. H., presided, nnd made a sparkl- 
ing aud telling speech, and then my 
tarn came. I trembled as I looked at 
the physical effort required to make the 
vast audleace hear me, hut threw myselc 
on God and got through to the satis- 
faction of nearly, if not quite, every one 
present. I know I was very thankful 
on my own part when the moment come 
to resume my seat. 

I was much too warmly clothed and 
wet through with the esernon, anu fool- 
ishly rode out into the cold night air 
with open windows, and tor 'twelve 
hoars or mote was in fear of a relapse 
of the Adelaide malady. 

Wednesday, March 22nd. 

Three meetings, one a soldiers' meet- 
ing in our lorge and beautiful barracks, 
the other two in the big building of the 
night before. How I was going through 
them I could not see. But God bod been 
so good to me in the days gone by thot 
I went forward in faith, and though very 
tired, I finished up at night no worse 
than I began. 

I liked the soldiers, hut we had too 
many outside friends present for over 
much plain speaking: still we had a use- 
ful time and finished up with 22, some 
of them being cx-soldicis, at the Mercy 
Seat. 

In the afternoon we had a good nmny 
people and seventeen souls, one of whom 
was an aged man who hod followed inc 
from Invercargill, a si.\-hours' niilwoy 
journey, for the express purpose o( get- 
ting saved. I was pleased to see the 
dear old man creep up to the penitent 
form. In the evening wc were poekeil 
out, had a powerful mcctiug, and couglit 
twenty souls. The result puzzled me. I 
hoped for greater things. They iire 
bound to follow, 

Thursday, Mnrch SKlrd. 

This is a general holiday, because the 
chief day of the Dunedin races. A uni- 
vcDial cessation of husinesH, nnd el0:<lu;; 
up of shops and offices for such a reason 
sounds strange. But these colonies ore 
great on racing, and I suppose the ma- 
jority of the people cither go nnd gQUiblu 
^■hcn there, or it sot CuiiVciiiciii. fu, iti<f„i 
lo attend they gamble at home. 

But hunting is common as well as 
gnmblioB, nnd not having fo-TCS for thii 
huiiuds tu follow, lue buutsiiian is given 
n twenty-minutes' start with a red her- 
ring which he draws over the ground, 
nod away tbo pack rimhen, fnllowMi by 
the geutlemen of the huut, over fences 
and dykes and gates until they overtake 
the leader. I should have thaiiglit that 
it was a very poor finish to run sudi n 
risk for, hut those who engage in It 
consider it very Interesting. My ho^it 
was telling me that on one occasion he 
asked n gentleman bow he felt la lenp- 
liig n five-barred gate In such a pursuit. 
He answered that "It was the greatest 
pleasure of bis life," There certaluly Is 
uo aecoimting for taste. To have no 



higher delight tbon risking life and limb 
in following the track of a red herring 
to a Salvationist: must appear the very 
loftiest height of the ridiculous to be 
found on earth. 

OMARU. 

The train had made a twenty-minutes' 
stay for rctreshmeut, oud the local corps 
hau a platform fixed up outside the 
statiou, on which the Mayor welcomed 
lue to the city, regretting that the stay 
■ was so short. A large crowd eagerly 
listened to me while I told them how 
the work at which they so much won- 
dered had been brought about, and how 
the same roud to usefulness was open to 
every 0!i« amongst them. 

Alter wuyaide speeches to crowds at 
Timaru and Ashburton, Chnstchurcu 
was reached about scveu, by which ume 
I was nearly worn out. four speecnea 
to shifting, excited crowds, together with 
eight hours' ridmg, in uot the most 
comfortable carriages, or ou the very 
smoothest railway in the world, had 
taxed my physical energies to the utter- 
most, and 1 was but poorly prepared for 
the euthusiastie reception wlijch took 
mc thoroughly by surprise. Hundreds 
of soldiers with flaming lurcucs anu 
colored fires, aud bauds aud volleys 
marched me through the town to tne 
Market Place, where Mr. T. Tajlor, one 
of the members tor the Borougn, gave 
me a very hearty welcome on behaif of 
the city, to which I made a short reply, 
aud got off to my billet as soon as pos- 
sible. 



CHRISTCHURCH. 

Friday, March 2-lth. 

TtJs place contains 33,000 people aud 
is u rcmarkublc contrast to Uanediu. 
The latter has a picturesque situation 
seldom equalled, consisting of a number 
of miniature mouataina jutting up in 
different directions, on which, and m 
the volleys running tjctween, mausious, 
cottages, factories and stores are buui, 
while beautiful little blue armlets from 
the harbor,- like natural lakes, are flow- 
ing here aud there. 

Christcharch is the very opposite to 
this, being built on a pertcctly level 
plain, yet having a beauty all its own. 
To begin with, nearly every cottage has 
Its garden, and every garden its own ir- 
rigator, and throughout this region, 
named Canterbury, there is everywhere 
water a few feet down, so that to secure 
it there is nothing to do but to go a little 
way into the ground, and it comes sprinij- 
iug up winter aud summer. 

Uenve you have the greenest verdure 
in trees, and shrubs, and hawthorn 
hedges, aud fields, with fiowcrs of every 
shade and shape of beauty. Before the 
windows of the cottage in which I aiu 
writing there ate the roses, and wood- 
biues, and violets of the Old Country iu 
perfection, with evergreens in variet)- 
and beauty seldom seen there, and other 
semi-tropical plants altogether unknown 
in the open in the Old Country, 

Of the people I hove not time to form 
a very careful judgment. I hove oniy 
seen them in my meetings. Religiously, 
Duucdin Is usually considered to be still 
and cold, which is attributed to the 
foct that hnlf the populotion is of Scotch 
extraction. Christchureh was settled by 
Euglish emigrants, but t don't see much 
difference. I liked them both ond only 
regretted that I could not stay loager 
with them. 

This morning was my Brst oHlcers' 
meeting. I intended another for the 
ftfteraoon, ond indeed nnnoniiccd one, 
but was taken with a touch of my Ad- 
elaide malady, aud thought it wise to 
lay off in view of the night. 

Evcuing. The Opera Hou.«e is a big 
building, good tot talking, with a lar^o 
gallery, and every niche and comer iif 
it was packed with nn eoger Ihroiig. Mr. 
tjmith, the cider Parliamentary Member 
for the town, presided, aud no one 
could have been more geninl. I talked 
on hour and a piece with my might, and 
I hone, nrnnnrni) fli** wmw fnr t",»t',*,*r 
things to follow. 

Saturday, March 25th. 

Morning, oiUccra' meeting. Powerful 
season. Everybody are warming up. 
We shall see greater things yet. 

The evening was the soldiers' turn. 
The meeting was held in our own bar- 
racks, a fine building seating 1,000 peo- 
ple, in an excelleiit situation, nest door 
to the Courts of Justice. There must 
hove been at least 1,000 present, a- 
moagst the rest was Jim Dell, a char- 
neter who has gained some little celeb- 
rity hy being talked Of np and down the 
world by myself. He was originally a 
hotel-kct'per, as the publicans here are 
tcrnted, and a promineat r.ielrtg mart, 
and, being paralysed, wus wheeled to 



one o( Commissioner Dowdle's meetings 
in on invalid chair, and cot converted. 
This incident made a great- Impression 
on all the country side at the time, ana 
I was glad to see hln> in my soldiers' 
meeting to-night. We were a little stllf 
at the start, but mended as we went on, 
aud over forty knelt at the Mer«y Sejt 
before we closed. 

Sunday, Much 2Uth. 

Faith aud expectation, so nearly allied, 
have grown wonderfully. Hundreds iif 
dear people ore not only beheviug but 
f ccfing that God is going' to- do some- 
thing tor His gloty to-day. 

Morning. I don't think anj'one wus 
particularly surprised to find the Oper.t 
House full in the morning. The word 
was with power, ever}' sentence seemed 
to tell. More attentive hearers I never 
wish tor; they could not be found if i 
did. From fii^t to last, indoors or out, 
so far these New SScalauders have liter- 
ally devoured my words. As I dOF-ud 
an awe as of eternity came dowu upon 
the liatening house, and 23 come torwuru 
to accept tiie salvation of which I hud 
been speakiug. It was a beautiful time. 

Afternoon. The doors "were dosed jji 

I came up. All parts -trere full, it vrn-< 
aunouueed, aud so they were, aud mure 
than full- For solemnity aud convmeiog 
interest I never remember seeing tnat 
meeting very much surpassed, aud }ct 
there wus no break when the iuvitatioii 
wns given. However, 10 yielded after 
a hard fight. 

Sight. Hnlf an hour berorc the timir 
aunounced for commencement the mes- 
sage came that the place was packcJ 
out. And so it was, and the street ap- 
peared to be ver}- much in the suoil' 
coQditioa as we came along. My heart 
yearned over the disappointed cruwd, 
but I could uot help them. They belp,-d 
themselves, however, as far as they could 
lu this direction, for while some hung 
round the open windows, others climbed 
up on the window sills and shot dowu the 
upper sashes and thrust their heada 
through, aud stood all the long night 
listening in that position. 

Takeu altogether, it was a wonderful 
night, and yet, as at the former meet- 
ings, the results did not come at the 
speed and with the heart-broken readi- 
ness that wc desired. Every case 
seemed to have an importance and an 
independence peculiar to itself, and to 
require fighting oat, as it were, ou its 
own individual merits, so they ouly 
comc one hy oae. But they did couif, 
and somcwlu^re about 11 o'clock the re- 
port was made that the results were W 
souls aud £75 collections for the day. 
Praise the Lord ] It was a hard pull 
for the Commandant, Commissioner I'ul- 
lard. Colonels Lnwley aud Estill, and 
myself included, but the outcome wos 
worth it all, and a thousand times morf^ 

Monday, March 27tli. 

Good attendance iu the morning. Willi 
a saw mill on one side and a stoac yard 
ou the other, both hard at work, to- 
gether with the weariness of the niglii 
before, I felt the talk ratlier a heai-y 
tnifk, liut we had a good nfter-mocting 
and 10 souls, some of them cxcclloiit 
cases. 

In the cvcniug the rain was falling iu 
torreuts as we drove up to the Oper.t 
House, but we were crowded to the 
ceiling. It was a time of light and 
power. Still it was, ns it bad been from 
the beginning, a stubborn fight, but by 

II o'clock 40 had been registered in the 
Lamb's Book of Life. 

Tuesday, March 29tli. 

I visited the Social lustitutions in ilio 
morning, of which I will speok auotlicr 
day ; at 5:30 conducted a fare- 
well meeting for the ofllccrs, ai 
0:15 took tbi- irnin for Lyitlo- 
ton, where we embarked for 
Wellington, the nest town on our pro- 
gram. A crowd filled the approaches lu 
the station, and overflowed onto ilu- 
platform, aud so wc said good-hye 1<i 
Cbrtstchurcli. At leost Wf tboyght we 
did. But we were ii,iiif«It.,", for "■(■■"> 
wc got to the whnrf we found that a 
good share of it had gone by an earlier 
train before us, for there must have tieeii 
•2,000 people woiting for a lost look au.l 
a last word. God bless them. Worn 
out as I was, I could not help taking a 
stond ou the upper deck of the stcauier, 
and pleading with them for the liist 
time in favor of a life of righteousness 
and service for God and man. 

It was a beauUful night. The wind 
had gone down, and the moon shone nut 
of the clouds. The crowd, wedged to- 
gether ' in one solid mass, occupying 
every waggon and other elcration, to be 
found, all silent as death, eagerly listen- 
ing to every word, drew me out in the 
most solemn words I could coiiiiniin.l, 
and llieii I 1>lps«ed tbpm In the name of 
I lie Lord aud said good-bye.

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■^HB phjrslcnl character o£ 
tbe Piiciflc Province, if 
I desired to be expressed id 
one word, could only he 
fittiugly denoted by "Im- 
mensity." To Bomcwhat 
correctly fix the dinicn- 
Hion of our most Wester- 
ly PrOTJnce, yon may imagine a field in- 
cludius all of Ontario, Quebec and the 
Maritime Provinces; or, in other words, 
the Pacific Province is in estcnt aa 
largo as four other S. A. Provinces— the 
three Ontario Provinces and the Eastcin 
Province, 

While tbe " real estate " is enormous, 
the poiiulatlon oC thut tiortion of our 
Territory is iu tlie opposite to the East, 
ever ho much thinner. Cities are lew 
and tar hctwcen. To go to tbe uonre.tt 
corps for a week-end would mean I'or 
tbe Spoltanc Caeiiier to travel one hun- 
dred miles on Saturday. While the 
lour Provinces mentioned above have, 
in the aggregate, 194 corps, the Pad8c 
Province lias only 20, aud in proportion 
to the population, the latter is about as 
well opened up to S. A. operations as 
the former Provinces. To go to tlie 
Eastern limit of his domain— tlie bound- 
ary belwueu Daliulii luid Montana— to 
the moat Westerly corps— Viclorin— 
Brigadier Howell has to travel ],:tO() 
miles in n straiglit line. 

The political division of the S. A, 
Province comprises the followinK parts : 
British Columbia, on the Caondian side, 
and Montana, Eastern nud Xorlht>rn 
Washington and Northern Idaho. All 
these parts are known for their onormou-i 
mineral deposits, and, although there are 
very extensive mining operations carried 
on now, cspednlly during the Inst four 
years, yet, only n small fraction of tbe 
mineral wealth hidden in the magniflcent 
and tremendous stretches of mountains 
hns been tapped. 

THE PROVINCIAL CENTRE. 

The city of Spokane lies iu tlie heart 
of this division, and lins become already 
one of the most famous cities of ibo 
West. It is situated most favorably in 
the middle of the Iiitnud Hmpire, nud is 
doubtless destined to become the lamest 
inland city between the iliB-^issipjii Val- 
ley and the Pacific Coast. The geogra- 
phical position of Spoknue is one of Un- 
usual advantage, and j)laces her beyond 
the possibility of n rival, 

Spokane is located 400 milnB east of 
Tacoma, 400 miles north-cast of Port- 
land, 400 miles cast of Seattle, 400 miles 
west ot Helena and Butte, 200 miles 
south of Nelson, B. C, and 150 mlics 
south of liossland. All railways entcr- 
inff Eastern Washington converge at this 
point; it is iilso the distrilmtiug centre 
for a radius of over 200 miles. 

The city is well built ; there are 40 
mJJes of electric railway, 47 miles or 
water mains, Cj(i miles of graded streets, 
.'550 arc lights for the streets, 35,000 
horse power of developed water power, 
and there is a population of over 40,000. 
Spokane does a large export business 
in flour to South America, .Tnpnn, and 
Chinn, and in all kinds of commodities 
to B. C. To show that it is by no means 
a stagnant city $1,200,450 were expended 
on new bitildinus during 1808, wliile 18M 
promises still further nctivitios on this 
line.

'These girls who have liccn indeed In 
tlio past iiniong those who were coiisld- 
erf?d the most hcljilesB— iudeed, hy some 
people, to be not ooly helpIesB, hut hope- 
less-not only do they help tlicinselves, 
Init they most wondcrtnlly mid most p i- 
tieiitly liclp one another. 

" I heard the other day of a in.in .it 
the I'urai Colony ivho had been piclied 
up out of the lowest gutter himself, wlio 
ind been redeemed nnd reclaimed, and 
Ipiirued lo like work, nnd was gradually 
chmbing buck imo H good po.sitiou iu so- 
ciety. He iiud saved, wiih great dilll- 
cnlty, a little nest-egg, aniouniing to n- 
liout fifty shillings. There cnnie along to 
(he Farm Colony a young ninii in ilie 
same condition ns the elder oolonist once 
wns-iu riiSB tiiid Intters : iiud the cUler 
man took u great intere-iit in this young 
fellow. After be had been there sonic 
time, n suitable situation wns found, but 
he could not go to it becnnse he had not 
suitable clothing. The elder colonist took 
out his siivingti of suiiiething like two 
years and jirovided the necessarv cloth 
ing. (Applause.) 

"My liiisliand hits spoken of these peo- 
ple as worthless; bnt I feel the slate- 
nicnt should be qunlified. They are only 
worthless as the untouched ore is worifi- 
less to the jeweller. In this hnnian clay 
we nie gathering the brightest jewels tor 
our JIaster's erowii.

" I feel tbnt the dear men who have 
tnrned nwny from the proap*ct ot world- 
ly iidvantngc in coming to work ns Snl- 
vntiou Army oinecrs, and are taking 
iiold of the drunkard ana erinilnut, and 
the ])reeiouH women who have left good 
homes nnd triumphed over (heir nervons- 
nesH, going out Into Piccadilly among 
(hose whom nt one time they woiihl have 
loatJicd and not cared to approach, are 
doiuK tt Dlvloe work, and one upon which 
God has set His seal in the raising up 
of priceless sonls to Hia glor.v. (Ap- 
plause.)

CHAPTER II. 

The Foot Rot. 

But I must go back to ray subject, and 
I should like to say a few words nboiit 
the foot-rot in the nnturni sheep. It is 
u disease which hrenkH out between the 
Sheep's hoofs, nnd it runs all over the 
toot underneath the nail, just <he snmc 
ns it we had a disease whicli broke ont 
iu the quick of our nails to such nn ex- 
tent thot our uails came right off. We 
should find that to be very iiainful to us, 
but it is much worse with the poor sliecp, 
bccnuse they have to wnllt on their units. 
There is a remedy that will hill this 
disease if it is used ru die right wny nnd . 
at the right time — that is, as soon as the 
sheep drops Inuic. It is the shepherd's 
duty to catch the sheep and c.^;aminc the 
toot or feet, and sec if the disease hn.s 
begun to spread, ond if so, he has to cut 
the nnil awny as far as tlie discnsc has 
gone. He has to he very pnrticulnr to 
see tlint he hns got to the outside of the 
disease, for if there is the least bit of it 
left concealed nuder the nail where the 
lotion cannot toueli it, it will spread on 
till the sheep has got ii very had foot. 

I niny tell yon that the shepherd is 
expected to doctor his o^vn sheep, nnd if 
he cannot do that, he is not supposed to 
know bis worlt. Still, there are but few 
slu'plierds that can cure tho foot-rot 
withont n lot of trouble nnd hard work. 
I have a recipe that will cure n sheep's 
foot in one riroasiug. I mix seven or 
eight difterent liinds of eiiustic togetliev, 

nnd this forms n Inliou wliicli, wlien 
npplicd to the foot with a tcalher, tares 

it with once dressing it ; liiit it is ii 
very painful operation, as .von iiiny think, 
wlion seven or eight different sorts of 
cnnstie are eomiioiitidcd together. It 
puts the slieeii in severe jiniii for hours, 
tliougb it cures the foot it is applied to. 
But, perhaps, before that foot is <|nito 
ivell, nnothcr foot breaks ont with the 
snnic disease; eo yon .see that wlicre 
tlierr rre 400 sho.^p there is n lot of work 
t ( o ns sometimes there are 80 or 101) 
lam at n time.

I 
work, on nn average, nbout seventy Lours 
ii week the yenr round for my earthly 
ninstcr, nnd six on Sunday; nud if any- 
thing were to turn up that I left him, 
and I were to engngc with nnothcr. tbe 
fresh master would expect me to work 
ns many hours for hiin as I did for my 
last. So it is with our Heavenly One.
